of the mood AND told that they can only blame themselves for not 
acting quickly or decisively on their group liaison scheme.lt has 
been pointed out that 3 TJFCRA aro not the ONLY association AND that 
our independence is import ant. This is all true but nobody disputes 
the value of MUTUAL cooperation with them.Two things have already 
emerged (NUFCN group news in the national journal and the implement 
ation of a tape library - see later).This exchange of information 
IS a step in the right direction.Still keep telling us your view - 
it is that which will decide our actions. To round cff I will 
paraphrase some comments LUFORS passed onto bUFORA regarding their 
circular to non-affiliated greupd: - - 

"The proposals wei*e welcome and did show 3 UFORA were trying to oorce 
up to date.By 'selling' report forms and taking a copy for files it 
does seem like the group raving to supply bUFORA with information. 
Getting a report printed in-the journal is not a privelige.By asking 
for affiliation fees they are sounding dictatorial. The measure a do 
not go far enough." ^ He asked for a reappraisal of the 

situation and a new ciroular.The reply received promlssed that the 
points raised would be discussed in committee but felt the critioisras 
were 1 strong'• Whilst I am sure that some will agree and diagree on 
each point on the whole I would not term these other than fair 
questions deserving of an answer.

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Discussion has been taking place on tape of 
Nigel Watsons idea (based on a suggestion from Essex UFO) to 
produce a documentary film giving a fair image of Ufology.This 
could ve available for group meetings and pm-.licity purposes, 
Dasically the idea is to introduce it with a survey of 
the national UFO scene,emphasising local group work,coordinator 
through NUFQN and national associations.lt could then zoom in 
on groups isolating various aspects of their work,eg 
investigation techriques,research schemes,meetings and lectures 
The aim of course being to show Ufology is not a social cluv 
for nutcases vut a serious subject.Hopefully the offioial 
attitude could ve illustrated axd examples of coordinated group 
work. TP several groups, agree to cooperate on this there is" J 
no reason why a 45 minute film oould not be.economically viable 
We now vaily need a planning committee to look into 
the details and work things out financially.Since it is Nigels 
idea it seems fair to ask him to chair it - and hopefully others 
(including those already showing interest on tape) will help 
out .A meeting will pe needed at some stage (though this can 
bQ slotted into other affairs such as the Hanley Conference OR 
the Manchester Ilectures in May & June).A lot of groundwork can 
b© done,though,vy post^and tape (perhaps a special circuit 
just for oommittee members) .Naturally-Ni.FGN will ?reely print 
any circulars etc which ate required, Let^us xot be put off by 
the seeming size of this task it ceuld be very valuable.

A most spectacular sighting was recorded by a semi skilled 
worker on© evening.He saw a Disc,the apparent size of a penny,with 
rotating lights coloured red,yellcw 2 nd blue.It travelled on a 
NE - M course at a speed of only. 5-1C Mph before going out of 
behind some houses. Its height was described as only jjpO® and the 
unusual feature of a vaperur trail oan be seen on the drawing. 

The trail was transparent - unlike an aircraft trail - only a few 
feet long and dispersing very rapidly. There also seemed to be 
light reflecting above the *raft.

what this wan supposed to be - but as the reports are 
basically of ju3t white lights there seems little urgency 
(though satellittes were NOT prominent during early Maroh 
so that explanation would not fit). 


March 18 1975 Clarksfield OLDHAM 01-10 MUFORA 7516 

Mrs C,with her daughter,reported direct to 
MUFORA that they had seen an orange white light slowly come 
from the Oldham Edge area fon a WSW-ESE course) and eome 
towards the Clarksfield estate.The region is close to those 
duvject to the flap of January, though a little further to 
the south.lt enlarged to the size of a 5Qp piece and even 
began to look like one.It then decreased to pin poin£ size 
and vanished. This sounds like an optical phenomena but 
as yet no conclussion has been re ached. Importantly a 
Royton sighting from the»same night is being followed up
